Things kick off on Monday 
with a Public Forum on Native Issues 
at 1 am in the R.D. Parker Building. 
This is a good event to attend if you 'd 
like to learn more about the issues 
native people in Canada are currently 
facing. Later that night at 7 pm comes 
the Keynote Address, opened by 
Ovide Mercredi and delivered by 
Katie Rich. 

Mr. Mercredi, a Cree, is a 
lawyer and activist on behalf of First 
Nations in Canada. He has been in- 
volved in First Nations issues since 
his youth, where he witnessed social 
upheaval caused by a Manitoba Hy- 
dro development which forced the 
re-location of his community. Among 
the highlights of his career are being 
the first president of the first Native 
Students' Association in Canada, at 
the University of Manitoba; serving 
two terms as the National Chief of the 
Assembly of First Nations; and be- 
coming the first Aboriginal person 
from Canada to lead an official del- 
egation for a federal institution - 
namely, a delegation to observe hu- 



man rights conditions in Chiapas, 
Mexico, on behalf of the Interna- 
tional Centre for Human Rights and 
Democratic Development 

Katie Rich, former chief of 
the Innu fought against the Voisey's 
Bay in the recent stand-off. Innu 
people have been fighting with reser- 
vation and land rights, as well as 
poverty and non-status. She is also 
fighting against the Churchill Falls 
project. 

From 10 am 'til 12 noon on 
Tuesday, a Residential School Sym- 
posium will be held in the Student 
Lounge of the University of Sudbury . 
The symposium is being held to al- 
low people who were scarred by their 
experiences in native residential 
schools to share their stories and will 
also involve a workshop to help those 
present move emotionally from pain 
to hope by the use of grief work, 
ceremony, and celebration. Present- 
ers will include Suzie Jones, bom on 
the Walpole Island Indian Reserve 
and taken to Shingwauk Indian Resi- 
dential School in Sault St. Marie in 
1940; Michael Cachagee Sr., Chief 
of the Chapleau Cree First Nation 
and a founding member of the 
Ojibway Peacekeepers Society; and 
Judalon Jeffries, a Mohawk woman 
who is a second-generation survivor 
of residential school and provides 
family therapy and training to First 
Nations and Inuit communities. 

The Symposium will be fol- 
lowed by a Tradition, Culture, and 
Lifestyles workshop with Wes and 
Leona Whetung at 1 : 30 pm, and later 
at 7 pm a Film Night in room SCE 
307 of the R.D. Parker Building. 

On Wednesday, there will be 
workshops from 10 am until 1 2 noon 
in the R.D. Parker Building, which 
will be repeated from 1:30 'til 3. 
Comedy Night, featuring Moccasin

Hotel on Falconbridge Road - defi- 
nitely a nice change from the typical 
Wednesday night three-hour

On Thursday, there will be a 
Self-Govemment Summit from 10 to 
12 in the U of S's Canisius Hall. 
Speakers will include Meeka Kilabuk, 
first Inuk member of the Canadian 
Arctic Resources Committee and 
former Special Assistant to the Min- 
ister of Indian and Northern Affairs 
in Ottawa; Calvin Craigan, past Chief 
of the Sechelt First Nation; and 
Vernon Roote, Grand Council Chief 
of the Anishinabek Nation. Some- 
thing else to catch on Thursday is the 
Coffee House, with Levi Augonie, 
which will be held at Zio's Cafe on 
Paris Street at the Four Comers. 

Sunrise Ceremonies will be 
held at 7 am both Saturday and Sun- 
day momings, with the Saturday cer- 
emony incorporating a SGA Pancake 
Breakfast..

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Don't Procrastinate' 



The Hardest Lesson I Never Learned 

Procrastination can be one of the great evils of humankind. I say "humankind" 
because it seems doubtful that such a disposition could exist among the "lower" 
animals. Oh sure, it exists in our nursery rhymes and myths, but not in fact. No, 
procrastination is a human quality, or failing if you will. I say "can be one of the 
great evils" because there are instances where procrastination is perfectly justifi- 
able. The key for procrastinators is to be able to distinguish between "good" 
procrastination and "bad" procrastination. To this end, I offer the following case 
study that contrasts procrastination in relation to essay writing and procrastination 
in relation to auto repair. It will be shown that procrastination is justifiable, even 
desirable, when writing essays, while auto repair definitely is not amenable to the 
procrastinator's way of life. 

Every procrastinator knows that the best essays are written at the last minute. This is 
because the procrastinator, wisely, defers writing until such a time that he or she feels confident 
that enough information has been compiled to do the job adequately. Why should one begin to 
write an essay when it is highly probable that new information will arise that will fundamentally 
alter the scope or direction of the paper? In this light, procrastination is not laziness - "why do 
today what can be done tomorrow?" - it is careful and diligent planning - "why do today what 
can be done better tomorrow?" Of course the earth-shattering new information may not be 
forthcoming, but just the possibility is sufficient cause to delay any writing. In this day of 
efficiency and effectiveness, how can we justify writing too soon, only to have to re-write in the 
future? The eager-beaver is no further ahead - except insofar as the beaver has an essay, however 
shoddy, while the procrastinator does not. I'll admitt that this is no small point. 

There are instances, however, where procrastination can only be justified by the cleverest 
sophistry available (the domain of 1 990s journalists, according to Dr. Donohue). Take the case 
of the brakes on my truck. Backyard mechanics know that a gentle tug in one direction or the 
other when depressing the brakes is indicative of a seized caliper. For most vehicles, this is not 
a major repair. Calipers typically cost between $ 1 2 and $30. Labour would push the cost of this 
repair up around the $ 1 00 range. A pittance, comparatively speaking. The problem with seized 
calipers, however, is that they are not conducive to the procrastinator way of life. They do not 
look forward to new information, they demand to be fixed, now. Failing to recognize this anti- 
procrastinator bent in brake calipers can be costly. That $ 100 repair can quickly become a $578 
repair at Canadian Tire, for example. It might be suggested that the procrastinator, even here, 
has demonstrated his or her wisdom. It might be suggested, for example, that the procrastinator 
gave the other mechanical parts of the brakes sufficient time to fail, thereby preventing a return 
trip to the mechanic in the future. Although this seems to parallel the compelling argument given 
regarding essays, there is one notable difference: no one is likely to die if you don't write your 
essay. Death is a far more plausible result if one neglects their brakes. Seasoned procrastinators 
have a general distaste for death - indeed, they want to push it as far into the future as they possibly 
can. 

In summary then, procrastination is not evil in itself Context colours the action. So know 
the limits of justifiable procrastination - it could earn you an "A", save a life and maybe even leave 
you with a few extra bucks in your pocket!

This is a letter written in response to 
the letter written by "Annoyed and 
Thirsty" in the October 22 issue of 
Lambda. 

I'm glad somebody wrote this 
type of letter/complaint to Lambda 
because it will allow me to fully ex- 
plain the intricacies of the Liquor 
Licence Act, especially those associ- 
ated with types of identification that 
can be accepted by licenced estab- 
lishments such as the Pub. The Liq- 
uor Licence Act states: 
5) The following types of identifica- 
tion are prescribed for the purpose of 
subsection 30 (6) of the act: 

1. A driver's licence issued by the 
province of Ontario with a photo- 
graph of the person to whom the 
licence is issued. 

2. A Canadian passport. 

3. A Canadian citizenship card with a 
photograph of the person to whom 
the card is issued. 

4. A Canadian Armed Forces identi- 
fication card. 

5 . A photo card issued by the L.C.B .O. 

We at the Pub also require a 
valid Laurentian University student 
card in order to gain access to our 



Pub. If you do not have a valid LU 
student card, we simply ask that you 
get signed-in by somebody who has 
one. A student card alone will not 
gain you access to the Pub. We must 
not forget that we are a licenced es- 
tablishment and must therefore abide 
by all the laws set forth by the Liquor 
Licence Act. 

As far as having to pass 
through "a ten point security check", 
it pleases me to hear that the security 
persons (fellow LU students) that we 
hire at the Pub are doing their jobs! 
There might be some members of our 
staff that some people find too strict. 
I don't think "strict" is the appropri- 
ate word to use in our case. We 
simply follow the law to the letter 
across the board. The part-time em- 
ployees of the Pub (both bar and 
security) are students who are trying 
to earn a few extra dollars to help 
with the increasing cost of post-sec- 
ondary education. They have been 
instructed and U"ained to do their jobs 
as per the Liquor Licence Act, so 
please just let them do their jobs.

This column is based on comments or questions received by library 
staff in person or on the Compliments / Questions / Suggestions sheet which 
appears near the exit to the library. 

Question: I just love the library workshop programme but I think it 
could be improved if you added a fifth workshop in which students were 
taken for a tour around the library and shown where everything is. — 
Michael. 

Reply: Thank you for your kind words regarding the workshop programme 
and thank you even more for taking the time to write out your thoughts. 

The Amiable Librarian agrees with you that a physical introduction 
to the library would be very useful. It doesn't make too much sense to teach 
the periodical indexes and yet have some students leave the room not 
knowing where they are. 

For the first week at the beginning of each term, librarians do offer 
a walk-through tour of the facility similar to the one you suggest, but the 
Amiable can honestly say that not many students sign up. Why should they- 
they have lots of other things to worry about in that first week. 

After the first week, librarians do not continue with such tours, even 
though they did so a number of years back. The reason the tours were stopped 
is that librarians came under some considerable pressure from students 
working in the library not to disrupt their studies through the loud talk and 
commotion that a tour normally entails. 

As a "next best" option, librarians developed the library exercise 
that is given out at the end of the fourth workshop. Aside from serving as a 
review of the core workshops, the real purpose of the exercise is to create 
opportunities for students not only to explore the on-line catalogue to obtain 
a book in the collection on a topic of their choosing but also to use one or more 
of the various indexes at their disposal to obtain a periodical article on the 
same topic. Akindof self-tour, if you like. When the exercise is completed, 
students have a chance to sit down with a librarian — one on one-to review 
their work in the exercise. It is the intention of these sessions to clear away 
any remaining misunderstandings about the library that students may have 
but those who complete the exercise get an additional bonus: their success is 
noted under their personal library records so if they are ever asked to 
complete the workshop programme in the future, they can skip out. 

In addition to the exercise there are other ways librarians try to 
inform students about relevant library material. These include the printed 
Directory of Library Services for Students, available at the library entrance 
and of course this column-a must-read for all intelligent students, in other 
words, those who turn to Lambda for their local news. While these strategies 
do not represent the perfect answer to the problems you have identified, they 
appear to be the most realistic taking into account all circumstances librarians face. 



Dear Mr. Editor, 

This comes to offer my sin- 
cere congratulations on your Edito- 
rial in the October 8 issue. It is a well 
reasoned comment on the unfortu- 
nate call to boycott the LEAF break- 
fast last Friday. The constitutional 
historian in me rejoiced not only to 
find you quoting Alfred Cobban and 
Rand Dyck, but to be taking such a 
well-informed stance. 

May I set right two of your 
statements, however, neither of which 
correction weakens your argument. 

Mrs. Hilary Weston is not the 
first woman to become Lieutenant 
Governor of Ontario. That honour 
belongs to Mrs. Pauline MacGibbon, 
who was appointed by Governor Gen- 
eral Jules L6ger on the advice of 
Pierre Trudeau on January 17, 1974. 
She was the first woman in Canada to 
represent the Crown, and has been 
followed by several others, Mrs. 
Weston being only the second in 
Ontario. 

Secondly, there is no consti- 
tutional or historical justification to 



write as [Lionel] Rudd did, that the 
Lieutenant Governor was appointed 
on the recommendation and advice 
of the premier. On the contrary, all 
historical evidence shows that Prime 
Minister have more often than not 
recommended to the Governor Gen- 
eral as Lieutenant Governors, per- 
sons whom they knew would not be 
agreeable to the Provincial Premier. 
Very seldom have the latter even 
been consulted. Mackenzie King, for 
instance, asked Sir Eugene Fiset to 
remain in office for eleven years in 
Quebec precisely because Duplessis 
had objected to his appointment. In 
1961, Jean Lesage heard of Paul 
Comptois' appointment as Lieuten- 
ant Governor from the elevator op- 
erator at the Legislature, who had just 
heard the news on the radio. Much 
more recently, Lucien Bouchard was 
certainly not consulted, still less did 
he recommend Jean-Louis Roux' ap- 
pointment. 

Conversely Governor Gener- 
als, who must ultimately giver their 
approval, have, at least since the ten- 



ure of Georges Vanier, taken a per- 
sonal interest in the process of selec- 
tion. And so has the QuCen. 

In the Canadian Constitution 
there is a clear separation between 
the office of the Head of State and 
that ofthe Head of Government. This 
separation is of the essence of our 
Parliamentary Democracy. In no way 
is Mrs. Weston, who is currently 
Ontario's nominal Head of State, a 
part of the Harris Government. The 



Lieutenant Governor holds a non- 
partisan, non political office whose 
responsibility is, in fact, to see that 
the Government responds to the will 
ofthe elected majority in Parliament. 
It is only in extraordinary circum- 
stances, (and these usually occur 
when the will of elected Parliamen- 
tarians is not clear) that she or he 
might refuse Royal assent to certain 
bills. This kind of extraordinary cir- 
cumstance has certainly not occurred 



recently. 

To suggest as Mr. Rudd seems 
to have done, that this Lieutenant 
Governor could have acted beyond 
her "right to be consulted, to encour- 
age, and to warn", is a very danger- 
ous misunderstanding of parliamen- 
tary democracy. 

Thank you for understanding 
this and pointing it out so clearly.

Career Planning:Resources Job or Work Exploration

In my last column, I intro- 
duced some good resources that are 
available for self-assessment, books 
and pamphlets, websites and tests - 
the Strong and the Myers Briggs. 
These resources will help as you ex- 
plore your own direction, your inter- 
ests, strengths, aptitudes, skills and 
values. 

Probably we know of only a 
very small number of the jobs that are 
available, jobs that our family mem- 
bers hold, that we come across at 
school, or that appear on TV. There 
are thousands of jobs that we haven't 
encountered and in beginning to es- 
tablish career goals it is important to 
get to know what is out there. And 
resourcesare available to you. There 
are directories which list thousands 
of jobs, as well as job descriptions. 
There are other directories which pro- 
vide information about job prospects 
from the pomt of view of the various 
academic programmes, and yet oth- 
ers which attempt to predict the fu- 
ture of different jobs. 

So information is here for you 
to use. Her are some resources I can 
recommend. 

Print Materials (available at 



the Counselling and Resource Cen- 
tre, 2nd floor Parker Building). For 
general information on -where jobs 
and work is going, try: 
William Bridges. Jobshift, and 
Colin Campbell. Where the Jobs are. 

For lists of jobs, job futures, 
employers, etc. here are some great 
directories: 

Min. of Supply and Services. A^a- 
tional Occupational Classification. 
This is a great directory. It gives an 
enormous list of jobs (I've come 
across only three not listed) and gives 
a brief job description. Jobs are or- 
ganized by type of work and are listed 
numerically. 

The Guidance Cenu-e. Ca- 
reer Monographs and Job Profiles. 
This series of job descriptions are 
linked to the NOC by its numerical 
system. They offer good descrip- 
tions and include suggestions of other 
similar jobs and addresses of organi- 
zations offering further information. 

Human Resources Develop- 
ment Canada. Job Futures. This 
directory comes in two parts. The 
first provides a comprehensive selec- 
tion of jobs with information on sal- 
ary range, work conditions, future 
prospects, etc. The second part lists 
jobs according to areas of study and 



provides information about the jobs. 

Websites: Of the wesites I 
have found, only one is really useful 
on job profiles. There are lots of sites 
which lists jobs, but few which give 
good job descriptions and informa- 
tion on prospects for the future. 
www.hrdc.gc.ca/JobFutures/english/ 
index.htm This is by far the best site. 
It gives the same information as the 
Job Futures listed above in the print 
materials. 

Other websites you might try 
are www.cacee.com, 

www.workinfonet.ca, and 

www.schoolnet.ca. These are useful 
sites with lots of information and 
good links, but they don't provide 
good job profiles. At least I couldn't 
find them. 

Finally, remember that by far 
your best resource for finding out 
about jobs are people. Print and the 
net will take you so far, but if you 
really want to know how a job feels, 
you need to talk to people who do that 
job. This is networking and we can 
go into this another rime. One form 
of networking is volunteer work.

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Contraceptive ^echnoiogy

Walking through a phar- 
macy today, it is hard to believe that 
at one time contraceptives were not 
available for the average person. In 
1873 the U.S. Comstock Law made 
mailing obscene literature illegal, and 
birth control information was con- 
sidered obscene. In the United States, 
Dr. Margaret Sanger ( 1 883- 1 966) had 
to resort to moving to the Nether- 
lands, to learn from the contraceptive 
centres that were staffed by midwives 
and physicians, and where the dia- 
phragm had been developed. 

Previously, women had re- 
sorted to withdrawal and illegal abor- 
tion. Neither were acceptable in 
Sanger's mind. She believed that 
women need to have control over 
their own bodies, something women 
did not have. When she returned to 
New York in 191 6 she opened a birth 
information centre but police closed 
it within a few days. Through her 
diligent work and help of others in- 
cluding doctors and politicians, she 
opened Planned Parenthood Cen- 
tres. 

In the 1930s the law was 
finally changed to allow contracep- 
tive literature to be legally mailed in 
the U.S. In Canada contraceptives 
and information about them were il- 
legal until 1969. Before this date 
women had to obtain a doctor's pre- 
scription for contraceptives. Today 
there are many forms of contracep- 
tives available to women and men. 
However they have not been per- 
fected yet. 

According to the May 1 998, 
Canadian Consensus - Conference 
on Contraception, the percentage dis- 
tribution of Women aged 1 5-44 who 
are using conU^aceptives, by current 
contraceptive methods in 1995, are a 
follows:

The Oral Contraceptive 

Pill was first approved for marketing 
by the FDA in the U.S. in 1 960 with- 
out adequate testing. Today the pill is 
produced with lower estrogen con- 
tent and there is the development of 
progesterone-only pills. However, 
there is not enough data to support 
the claim that the pill is all positive 
effects with no negative effects. There 
is ongoing research to address some 
important questions about the long- 
term effects of the pill. 

Most pills contain two syn- 
thetic hormones (progesterone and 
estrogen) and vary in dosage from 
one brand to the next. The pill pre- 
vents ovulation, affects the mucus 
produced by the cervix, making it 
more difficult for sperm to enter and 
move through the uterus, causing 
endometrial changes hindering im- 
plantation. It is 97% effective, but it 
does not protect from the transmis- 
sion of diseases. 

The disadvantages of the pill 
include headaches, breast tenderness, 
nausea, and weight gain or bloating. 
Women should stop smoking if on 
the pill because it increases the risk of 
possible serious side effects on the 
heart and blood vessels. As well, cer- 
tain drugs may decrease the efficacy 
of the Pill. Antibiotics may cause 
enterohepaticcirculation disturbance 
and have other effects on the effec- 
tiveness of the pill. Therefore, in the 
short term, use of an additional 
method of contraceptive is recom- 
mended. 

The Male Condom was 
used by Egyptian men in 1350 B.C. 
as decorative covers. Today they are 
used to prevent pregnancy and the 
spread of diseases. Usually made of 
latex, a condom covers the penis and 
prevents the spreading of disease and 
pregnancy. With a shelf life of five 
years, condoms cannot be stored in 
warm places such as a wallet or back 
pocket because heat causes them to 
deteriorate. 

A good-quality condom has 
a failure rate of about 2% when used 
as directed but typically its failure 
rate is 12%. Combining condoms with 
other forms of contraceptives give 
close to a 100% protection. Condoms 
should not be 
used if past expiry 
date, or if the 
package has 
dried. If using a 
lubricant, ensure 
ii is water-solu- 
ble lubncant and 
not an oil-based 
product because 
the latter will de- 
teriorate the latex. 
Condoms made 
of "skin" (lamb 
membrane) arc 
more expensive, 
thinner, and offer 



less protection from STD's. 

The advantages to the con- 
dom are that they are completely re- 
versible and easily available without 
a doctor's prescription. The disad- 
vantage remains in the misuse of con- 
doms, such as tearing when the pack- 
age is improperly opened, ripping 
because of age, or improper placing. 

There is research currently 
being done between lubricated and 
non-lubricated condoms. Recent stud- 
ies have reported that spermicidal 
condoms treated with nonoxynol-9 
(N-9) offer no greater protection 
against sexually transmitted diseases 
than regular silicone lubricated con- 
doms. Spermicidal condoms cost 
more than plain condoms and have a 
shorter shelf life so researchers are 
suggesting that people may want to 
re-examine the use of N-9 condoms 
until more evidence exists to support 
their use (Contraceptive Technology 
Update, May 1998). 

The Female Condom also 
known as Reality and Femidom Vagi- 
nal Pouch, is a vaginal pouch made of 
a soft, loose-fitting polyurethane 
sheath, which is closed at one end. 
The inner ring helps insertion and 
acts as a anchor, the outer ring pro- 
tects outer genital area from skin con- 
tact. 

Also available without a 
prescription, the female condom is 
more expensive than a male condom 
and also can only be used once. The 
polyurethane lining is stronger than 
the latex membrane used in male 
condoms and is more resistant to oils. 

The disadvantages come 
from women feeling awkward about 
insertion. However, it does allow 
women to protect themselves better 
from STD'S. The Female Condom is 
also useful to those who are latex 
sensitive or have allergies. 

Vasectomy or male sterili- 
zation, is a surgical procedure that 
ends the male's ability to produce 
sperm. It is considered a permanent 
method and is not reversible. The 
doctor performs a vasectomy by mak- 
ing one or two small incisions in the 
scrotum and removes a small piece of 
the two vasa deferentia and ties the 
end off. Often done at a clinic in half 
an hour. This form of contraceptive 
prevents pregnancy at 99.85%, but it 
does not prevent the spread of STD's. 

Tubal Ligation, or female 
sterilization, is a surgical procedure 
that ends a woman's ability to pro- 
duce children because the fallopian 
tube is either tied, blocked, cauter- 
ized, cut, or clipped. This prevents 
the egg from joining with the sperm. 
This method of birth conu-ol is also 
considered a permanent method. The 
effectiveness of tubal ligation is 
99.6%, but it does not protect against 
STD's. 

New techniques, where in- 
stead of severing the fallopian tubes 
in women or vasa deferentia in men 
the f)ossibility of injecting substances 
such as pellets or plugs, are being 
explored. More research is needed 
on the negative or long-term effects 
of these procedures. 

Withdrawal is the most 
universally used of all conu-aceptive 
methods but it is not very effective. 
The failure rate is typically 18%. In 



addition to the high failure rate, with- 
drawal also interferes with intercourse 
and does not protect in any way from 
STD's. Douching is also ineffective 
because it may not kill all the sperm 
and may push sperm closer to the 
uterus while washing others away. It 
is the least effective of all methods 
and it puts the burden exclusively on 
the woman. 

Contraceptive Foam is a 
form of birth control in which the 
sperm is killed on contact with the 
foam. The chemical is called non- 
oxynol 9. This chemical (spermicide) 
kills sperm with a 79% effective rate 
in preventing pregnancy. The sper- 
micide must remain in the woman for 
eight hours after intercourse. 

There are advantages to 
spermicide in that it is inexpensive, 
widely available and does not require 
a doctor's prescription. However, 
some people may develop an irrita- 
tion orreaction to spermicides. If this 
happens it is suggested that people 
should switch brands. As well, an- 
other form of contraceptive is needed 
to protect against STD's. 

Rhythm Method, although 
used by 4.2% of the women sur- 
veyed, is notorious for high failure 
rates. This method is based on pre- 
dicting a woman's cycle based on 
information from past cycles. Yet 
women's cycles are rarely that pre- 
dictable and this leads to high rates of 
failure. This form of contraceptive 
does not protect from STD's as well. 
The Rhythm Method should not be 
confused with other forms of natural 
methods. For example. Fertility 
Awareness can teach women when 
they are fertile and when note. 

Intra Uterine Device 
(I.U.D.) is a T-shaped plastic object 
with a string attached to it that pre- 
vents pregnancy. The device is placed 
in the uterus. There is no clear reason 
why this device works; some believe 
that it prevents the fertilized egg 
from starting to grow; it may also 
affect the way the sperm or egg trav- 
els inside the woman's body. 

The I.U.D. has a 94% effec- 
tive rate in preventing pregnancy in 
the long term. It does not protect from 
STD's and it does have a high expul- 
sion rate. Although inserted by a doc- 
tor, our bodies have a natural ten- 
dency to expel foreign objects. 
I.U.D. 's can also be very harmful to 
a woman's ability to have children 
due to pelvic inflammatory disease. 
Other health issues include cramp- 
ing, unusual vaginal discharge, spot- 
ting and signs of body expulsion. 

The Diaphragm, reported 
to be one of the least used forms of 
birth control, is a rubber cup with a 
flexible ring used with spermicidal 
jelly or cream. Placed in the vagina it 
covers the cervix to prevent sperm 
from entering, the spermicide killing 
any sperm that comes in contact. 

Diaphragms have to be ob- 
tained from a doctor because it must 
be measured to fit each woman's 
cervix. The spermicide is important 
because the Diaphragm exists only to 
hold it in place. Oil-based products 
can damage the rubberso water-based 
is recommended. Possible side ef- 
fects include irritation caused by the 
spermicide, vaginal infection and 




urinary tract infection. 

Norplant, a long term re- 
versible birth control, is six flexible 
capsules that are placed just under 
the skin on the inside surface of the 
upper arm. The capsules contain a 
hormone (progestin) that is slowly 
and continuously released into the 
body immediately after insertion. This 
hormone prevents pregnancy by pre- 
venting the release of an egg and by 
thickening the mucus secretions at 
the opening of the uterus. It is effec- 
tive for five years at 99%, but there is 
a high price for the implants ($400- 
$500 not including the doctor's fees). 

Although it does notrequire 
any additional work for the partici- 
pant, there is still the need to protect 
against STD' s. There is a risk that the 
Norplant capsules will be hard to 
remove. Because Norplant is a recent 
option, there is still a need to deter- 
mine the long-term effects for women 
who use it. There is also the concern 
that this form of birth control may be 
used to help curb population growth 
or for social control in Third- Worid 
countries 

Depo-Provera, a long-term 
form of contraceptive has been avail- 
able in Canada since April 1 997. It is 
a hormone injection given every 1 2 
weeks to prevent pregnancy. It does 
this by preventing the release of an 
egg, thickening the secretions at the 
opening of the uterus, and making the 
lining of the uterus very thin so that 
an egg cannot implant. When given 
every 1 2 weeks, this method is 99.7% 
preventative, however it also does 
not prevent the spread of STD's. 

A single shot can cost $25 
dollars but may be covered under 
some drug plans. Possible side ef- 
fects include irregular bleeding for 
the first few months, the return of 
fertility may be delayed 6-8 months 
on average, some women experience 
weight gain of 2-4 kg after a year of 
use (similar to the Pill and Norplants), 
and there is on-going research about 
the correlation between Depo- 
Provera use and possible risk for os- 
teoporosis (weak bones). TTiere is 
also concern over the absence of long- 
term studies. 
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Halloween Is Scaring up 
Big Bucks for Merchants 



Retailers say that a growing 
number of Gen Xers and Baby 
Boomers are spending big bucks on 
costumes, candy, parties, and deco- 
rations this Halloween. Despite re- 
cent economic uncertainty, shoppers 
are expected to surpass the $2.5 bil- 
lion spent on Halloween last year, 
retail experts say. 

In one survey, American Express 
Co. found that 85 percent of consum- 
ers said they planned to spend more 
money on Halloween this year than 
they did in 1997. Adults are expected 
to spend an average of $81 on items 
ranging from candy to costumes for 
the entire family, according to the 
survey of 1000 consumers. 
Halloween is becoming as much a 
holiday for adults as it is for children. 

Candy is still the number one item 
on the shopping list for most con- 
sumers. Shoppers are expected to 
spend $1 .8 billion on chocolate bars, 
lollipops, and other types of candy 
for trick-or-treaters. They will buy 



50 million greeting cards and spend 
between $1 billion and $1.5 billion 
on costume sales, according to the 
National Retail Foundation, the 
world's largest retail group. 

Also, more people are entertain- 
ing for Halloween than ever before, 
which has spawned a cottage indus- 
try in tabletop decorations. Novelty 
ceramics have been taking off in re- 
cent years, according to small retail- 
ers. In addition, temporary vendors, 
who open shops during the Hallow- 
een season, are trying to grab a share 
of the market by advertising their 
locations in newspapers, on radio and 
television, and on billboards. Most 
consumers, however, will do most of 
their shopping at discount-type stores 
like Kmart. 

Kmart has released a statement 
saying that "Halloween is one of the 
fastest-growing seasons" at their 
stores. Business done at Halloween 
is "second in sales only to Christ- 
mas." 

Halloween is definitely not 



child's play for specialty retailers. 

Specialty retailers in Canada and 
the United States have seen the 
number of their stores increase dra- 
matically over the last five years. 
Costume stores say that half of the 
year's total business happens at Hal- 
loween. 

One of the major reasons behind 
the expected jump in business is the 
fact that Halloween falls on a Satur- 
day this year. The night falling on a 
weekend is inspiring all kinds of par- 
ties and masquerade balls. This year, 
retailers say that the most popular 
costumes are those of Zorro, and his 
romantic interest, Elena. This cos- 
tume is popular with children and 
adults alike. 

But, the fact that Halloween is 
falling on a Saturday is also the most 
popular reason that adults are getting 
involved this year. Typically, only 
about a quarter of the Halloween in- 
ventory of stores is purchased by 
adults, this year, it is running close to 
sixty percent.

Market Strategists See the Big Picture 



every tempest that's blown up - in 
fact, some have gone horribly wrong 
in the past year - their services are 
very much in demand these days, as 
virtually every forecast calls for con- 
tinued storms in the market. 

"In a down market, top-down strat- 
egists have real value compared with 
analysts," says an investment banker 
at an independent Bay Street firm. 
"For any number of reasons, they do 
a better job of picking up on danger 
signals." 

He explains that analysts can 
get fixated on the internal workings 
of the companies they follow, miss- 
ing the raging forest fire because they 
are preoccupied with the trees. 

Naturally, not all the strategists 
are created equally. Elaine Gazarelli, 
the former Lehman Brothers Inc. strat- 
egist best known for predicting the 
1987 stock market crash, has since 
distinguished herself by stating last 
October that downturns were out of 
fashion. Just days ahead of Grey 
Monday's stock slide, and a few 
months before the bear got its claws 
into the U.S. market, the New York- 
based strategist said: "1 don't think 
bear markets are likely to happen 
with this new economic environment 
of low inflation." 

Last week, market watchers with 
a big-picture focus were talking about 
the flight out of Canadian securities. 
Figures released Friday showed for- 
eign ihvestors dumpwd a record $2- 
billion in Canadian equities in Au- 
gust, and $2.3-billion of Canadian 
bonds. "Just how intense was the 



Over the summer, a certam ten- 
sion developed in the hallways of 
investment dealers across North 
America. 

While stock-picking research ana- 
lysts continued to set bullish targets 
for the companies they followed, U.S. 
analysts were calling for an 18-per- 
cent rise in profits for companies in 
Standard and Poor's 500-share in- 
dex.. 

Big picture market strategists 
began to get distinctly nervous. 

After hiccups such as last Octo- 
ber's Grey Monday, when Asia's 
economic woes triggered the worst 
one-day fall in stock markets since 
1 987, strategists such as John McColl 
at Scotia Capital Markets in Toronto 
had a long list of worries: Russia, 
India, Pakistan, Japan and the possi- 
bility of weaker corporate profits. In 
a June report, Mr. McColl wrote: 
"Stocks could remain on the defen- 
sive, particularly within the context 
of all the other political profit and 
valuation question marks." 

Stocks did, in fact, remain very 
much on the defensive. The TSE 
300-share composite index peaked in 
April above 7,800 and has since fallen 
by a wrenching 25 percent. Mr. 
McColl now sees the market as over- 
sold and predicts a rally going into 
1999. 

Looking back, the strategist says 
he doesn't deserve too much credit 
for the bearish call "because I missed 
the extent to which there would be 
problems in the financial sector and 
pressure on the Canadian dollar." 
While strategists haven't predicted 
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selling pressure on the Canadian dol- 
lar assets? Very intense," says an 
economist from Nesbitt Bums. 

An investment banker added: "the 
Canadian market is a rather shallow 
pool, and when you start moving 
assets out, or shifting equity alloca- 
tions into bonds, the pool gets empty 
very quickly. We find a strategist's 
views on asset allocation to be an 
excellent indicator of how the market 
is going to value companies." 

At the moment, most Canadian 
strategists play down equities, which 
implies that stock prices will con- 
tinue to be soft. Based on pessimistic 
views for economic growth and cor- 
porate earnings, strategists are rec- 
ommending clients keep a relatively 
low 23-i>ercent of assets in Canadian 
equities, with an additional 20-per- 
cent in foreign equities. TD Ever- 
green recommends stock holdings be 
capped at 35 percent of assets. 

However, some market gurus have 
begun to take a rosier view. Peter 
Gibson, quantitative analyst at Scotia 
Capital markets, went bearish on eq- 
uities in June, but changed his view 
three weeks ago, before the U.S. fed- 
eral reserve cut U.S. interest rates 
and sparked a market rally. 

With the Canadian dollar battered 
and oil prices being low, Mr. Gibson 
says the market now has the same 
promising conditions seen in the mid 

- 1980's, without that era's inflation- 
ary pressures. He's recommending 
an aggressive 60 percent weighing in 
equities.

Harris Vows Cap on Business Tax 

The province is going ahead with legislation to stop municipalities 
from dramatically increasing property taxes on small business, Premier 
Mike Harris announced yesterday in London. The Tory premier said 
details of the legislation will be outlined tomorrow by Finance Minister 
Ernie Eves. "I think we have made it clear. We are not going to allow 
small business taxes to go up," Harris said at the Insurance Brokers' 
Association of Ontario convention. 

Harris said the legislation will be retroactive for property tax 
increases that have been implemented this year. The provincial govern- 
ment introduced the new province-wide property assessment system 
that triggered big increases for some businesses. But Harris blamed 
municipalities for not taking advantage of tools the government gave 
them to soften the increases. 

Local government could spread increases over a maximum of eight 
years, create new classes of taxpayers and rebate taxes to businesses that 
fall through the cracks. "A few cities used those tools but most didn't," 
Harris said. The province has heard complaints from small businesses 
of 100 to 1000 percent hikes, he said. 

Retail Sales Slip 

Retail sales edged down 0.2 percent to $20.7 billion in August 
following the two months of volatile sales. Statistics Canada reported 
last week. Sales in August were 4.0 percenthigher than in August 1997, 
however, the last three months showed the lowest year-over-year 
percentage increases since September 1996. Retail sales have been 
weakening in recent months due to sluggish times in general merchan- 
dise and clothing. 

The statistics agency said gloomy economic news in August, includ- 
ing the stock market plunge and the sliding dollar may have sapped 
consumer confidence. Although the low Canadian dollar attracted 
record numbers of American visitors, the numbers weren't reflected in 
sectors such as gasoline retail ing, where prices were kept low by a world 
oversupply. 

Sales of motor vehicles rose 1.8 percent in August, which allowed 
overall retail figures to show a slight increase. Without tiiis sector, total 
retail sales would have been off 0.9 percent. Even in the motor vehicle 
sector, sales of new cars, trucks and RVs fell 1 .2 recent, with the 
strength coming in the used- vehicle sector. 

General merchandise stores showed sales down 1 .8 percent. Depart- 
ment-store sales, which climbed in the first three months of the year, fell 
in four of the last five months and were down 2. 1 percent in August. 
Weaknesses in department-store sales could be linked to recent restruc- 
turing in the industry. Nationally, there were 64 fewer stores in August 
than in March, the last sales peak month. 

Food stores showed the second-largest decline in August, falling 1 . 1 
percent. Lower prices for fresh vegetables caused by bumper crops 
contributed to the decline. Consumers also cut their spending in 
furniture stores by 0.7 percent. Ontario retailers enjoyed a 0.6 percent 
increase in sales, the largest provincial gain. The end to strikes in the 
automobile and construction industries may have prompted the in- 
crease. 

In other provinces, retailers saw stagnant or falling sales. New- 
foundland saw sales drop 2.1 percent. 

Algoma to Close Tube Mill for 60 Days 

Algoma Steel Inc.. in a bid to cope with sagging steel pipe in the oil 
industry, will temporarily shut down its tubular steel business. The 
two-month shutdown starts Nov. 16, the company announced Thurs- 
day. Those employed in the tubular division will be moved lo the 
steelworks division which will displace temporary employees. 

"This lack of orders is caused by a number of factors, includinj; the 
collapse of oil prices globally and its impact on oil exploration and 
development activity," the Northern Ontario steelmaker said in a 
statement. 

Glen Bond, vice-president of operations, said the shutdown will 
have "a negative impact" on fourth-quarter profits, but he didn't offer 
details. The company, which employs 5000, has been scrambling to 
shoot down rumours of imminent bankruptcy for months. 

Algoma's share price gained two cents Thursday to close at $2.41 
cm the TSE. That's a long way from its 52-week high of $7.75. 

The steel industry has been hammered by falling prices for some 
steel products and a flood of cheap imports. Indeed, imports grabbed 
41 percent of the domestic market earlier this year, nearly double 
traditional levels. Analysts say much of cheap steel is coming from 
countries like Russia, which is in the midst of an economic crisis. 

Algoma, which reported a profit of $52 million last year, is 
Canada's third-laigest steel producer. Hamilton-based Stelco and 
Dofasco are the domestic industry's biggest players.

Halloween is the perfect time 
of year to bring out horror movies. 
Usually, there isn'tmuch in the way 
of good gore around the holiday 
weekend. But finally this year Hol- 
lywood has smartened up. With 
movies like Urban Legend, Practi- 
cal Magic, I Still Know What You 
Did Last Summer and the ever so 
anticipated Bride OfChucky. 

Bride of Chucky had such 
great potential. The series only had 
one flop out of three (number three) 
and Chucky still stands as one of the 
top five names in horror killers 
(Jason, Freddy, Leatherface and 
Michael Myers are the others). So 
what the hell were they smoking 
when they came up with the script 
for this movie? Bride of Chucky 
ended up being a comedy with no 
suspense, barely any gore, and John 
Ritter as one of the main stars. 

Bride of Chucky follows the 
story of killer Charles Lee Ray, re- 
incarnated into a Good Guy doll, 
perfectly. Jennifer TOly stars as 
Tiif any , the ex-girlfriend of Chucky 
who steals the plastic remains of her 
ex-lover. She patches together his 
tattered remains and reincarnates 
him, with only one thing on her 
mind... marriage. Chucky of course 
likes to be single and kills Tiffany 
for trapping him. Tiffany is, of 
course, reincarnated into a wedding 
doll and the two must get to New 
Jersey to recover a soul-stealing 
amulet from Charles Lee Ray's 
corpse. There is more "to the story, 
but not much more to the movie. 
You will laugh throughout the whole 
movie, and only cringe once as a 
teen meets a death so gruesome you 
just have to see it. 

Like most horror sequels the 
acting talent is about as good as any 
given episode of Baywatch. Acad- 
emy Award Winner Jennifer Tilly 
has hit a new low as Tiffany. John 
Ritter {Three's Company) is about 
as popular today as those guys from 
CHIPS and should be happy he got 
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this role. The teens Chucky and 
Tiffany take hostage are played by 
Katherine Heigl {Under Seige 2) 
and Nick Stable {Sunset Beach) who 
should have killed their agents for 
getting them this movie! The only 
cool role in the whole movie is 
Damien (Alexis Arquette), a tat- 
tooed.pierced , Goth fre^ who wants 
Tiffany for his own. He only has a 
small role but if you have seen The 
Wedding Singer you will remember 
him as the Boy George look-alike in 
Adam Sandler's group. Chucky's 
voice is still, like always, done by 
actor Brad Dourif who has been in 
more horror movies then you could 
count {Critters 4, Bodfy Parts, Grave- 
yard Shift, Exorcist III, etc.) and 
great movies like One Flew Over 
The Cuckoo's Nest arKt Miss^ppi 
Burning. 

Bride of Chucky has turned 
the series into a cheesy Leprechaun- 
like series with bad acting, a dumb 
killer and an even dumber story. 
Chucky does get off some great one 
liners as he is now acomplete sexist 
pig who trashes women and mar- 
riageevery chance he gets. But with 
this sequel, he has lost his edge, I 
myself hate talking dolls (especially 
those little Thunderbird bastards) 
and Chucky always put a scare in 
me, but now he is about as harmless 
as a Teletubbie. Chucky will always 
be one of tfie great horror icons from 
the 1980'stidal waveofhorrormov- 
ies, but maybe four movies is 
enough. Jason and Freddy have 
turned into over-used legends and 
Chucky may have stepped over that 
line with Bride of Chucky. Will 
Chucky return? Watch the movie 
and you will see.because as Chucky 
states attheend... "I will come back. 
1 always fucking come back!.'.'"

What a difference a year 
makes. Last year when I made this 
list, I thought that I had made the 
definitive list of how many sequels 
there were to some of the most (and 
least lucrative) horror movie series' 
around. Within one year most of the 
movies have jumped spots, and more 
have been added. Here is the 1998 
line-up of horror movie sequels from 
ten to one! 
10. Friday the 
13th. Ladies and 
Gentlemen... 
Children of all 
ages... The 
reigning and still 
undefeated 
Champion of 
Sequels.... 
JASON! ! ! ! I know many of you are 
thinking where the hell did the ten 
come from. Well, a new movie is 
soon to be released to theatres... 
Freddy Vs Jason. So that would 
bring the grand total up to ten. Jason 
has become the urban legend of all 
summer camps. Hockey Masks will 
never be seen the same after this 
series. Look for Kevin Bacon, Corey 
Fieldman, Erin Grey and Crispen 
Glover in different sequels. The 
proper viewing order is 1 -9, but part 
five was so bad they ignored it in the 
order and part six actually continues 
from part four. Six and Seven are the 
best in the series. 

9. The Simpsons Treehouse of Hor- 
ror. Not since Friday the 13th parts 
1 -7 has there ever been a horror series 
that has pumped out a new chapter 
every year. Sure, it is animated and a 
television series, but the Halloween 
Horror episodes are the most watched 
and talked about episodes ever. Tliey 
have spoofed every major horror 
movie around and still come back 
with more. This years animation/live 
action mix should make for more 
interesting viewing than Homer in 3- 
D a few years back. They don't al- 
ways play these episodes because 
little children get scared so tape them 
when you can! 

8. The Ammityville Horror. I think 
they have finally decided to stop this 
series that never should have gone 
past the first. The original is a definite 
must see, but the rest are just cheesy 
pieces of crap. The whole premise 
was around a haunted house, but the 
house is bought, sold, destroyed, re- 
built, and then the evil forces move to 



California and back, and then they 
haunt a mirror and a clock. I guess it 
is harder and harder to haunt a whole 
house these days. If you watch these 
movies, don't go past part two. 
7. This is a tie between, in my opin- 
ion, the two best horror movie series' 
around. Both The Howling and Hal- 
loween have seven movies to their 
credit. Halloween jumped into the 
number seven position with the re- 
lease of this year's Halloween H20. 
Michael Myers and the series seem 
like they may never die and hope- 
fully Hollywood treats them right. 
The original two Halloween movies 
are the best of the best. The Howling 
is a series that finally met it's demise 
back in 1 994, but they are some of the 
best werewolf movies ever created. 
Part four has barely any werewolves 
in it, but Part V - The Rebirth and 
Part IV - The Freaks were the best 
of the series. The best viewing of the 
Halloween movies is in order but 
skipping number three and The Howl- 
ing is best if viewed as one, three, five 
and six. 

6. Abbot and Costello. Sure, an- 
other weird entry, but Abbot and 
Costello met some of the coolest hor- 
ror legends around. They meet Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, Frankenstein, 
The Invisible Man, Boris Karloff, 
The Mummy and they also end up on 
Mars. By today's standards these 
movies may never be considered hor- 
ror, but whoelse can stand up to some 
of the greats and still make other 
movies as well (eleven in all). For 
some funny horror scenes, that were 
meant to be furmy, check out some of 
these classics. 
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5. Children of the Corn moved into 
the number five spot, but number 
four in the series seems to be missing 
in action. I remember seeing pre- 
views for it at a few years back, then 
I remember the case in Jumbo Video 
in Samia, then it disappeared ! Number 
five came out this year, but no one 
has number four! Part five brings the 
series back to the beginning with a 
great story and lots of blood and gore. 
Part three was pretty lame, but the 
whole series was always a teenage 
Utopia. They may seem corny (no 
pun intended), but the Children of the 
Corn series is actually better than 



most. 

4. The most popular number for hor- 
ror movies. Leprechaun, Child's 
Play, Psycho, Hellraiser and others 
have all met their demise at four, but 
a good series to check out is Prom 
Night. Jamie Lee Curtis started this 
series off at the beginning of her 
career along with Halloween and a 
few other horror movies. Mary Lou 
Mahoney is the coolest killer that no 
one has ever heard of. Mary Lou 
keeps returning to kill off former 
classmates in the first three movies, 
and four strays from the pack but 
doesn't even match up with the rest. 
If you want some good 80's gore, 
check these ones out. 
3. Poltergeist. This is probably the 
best horror trilogy around. I still re- 
member seeing it and having night- 
mares for months. I hate clowns to 
this day and blame the first Polter- 
geist movie for that fact. Number two 
will make you look twice at old men, 
and part three is just freaky because 
star Heather O'Rourke died during 
the filming, so they used mirrors and 
old footage to finish the series. Part 
one was pure genius! We need more 
movies like this! 

2. Number two is never as good as the 
first. Take Pet Cemetary, Scream, 
and Candyman forexample. I Know 
What You did Last Summer has a 
chance to break that curse this month, 
and I hope it does. Last year was the 
first time I screamed in a movie since 
Poltergeist! I Still Know... looks good, 
and as long as Neve Campbell doesn't 
have a part, I will be sure to show up. 
1. This year's sequel-less spot goes to 
The First Power. Not many people 
have ever seen this movie, but it is a 
cool psychological horror. Lou Dia- 
mond Phillips stars as a detective 
who is being stalked by a supernatu- 
ral killer he sent to the gas chamber 
one year earlier. There is some seri- 
ous suspense and gore happening in 
this movie. Finally a good horror 
movie that never needed a sequel. 
Not all video stores carry it, but search 
it out, it's definitely worth it! 

Sure, many series' were left 
off the list, but I can't get them all. 
Others worth checking out include 
Trancers (5), Puppet Master (5), 
Nightmare on Elm St. (7), Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre (4), Demon 
Knight, Oram Stoker's Burial of 
the Rats, Pieces, Let's Scare Jessica 
to Death, Mother's Day, The 
Changling and many, many others!

Robbie Fulks - Let's

Go Records has now decided there 
are too many Christmas albums and 
not enough Halloween ones.

Halloween Hootenanny fea- 
tures songs from the Zombie man 
himself along with Southern Cul- 
ture on the Skids, The Reverend 
Morton Heat, Dead Elvi, Zacherle, 
Swingin' Neckbreakers, Rocket 
From the Crypt and many others. 
Although you would expect the al- 
bum to be very metal orientated, it is 
more like nineteen tracks of semi- 
redneck 90's versions of The Mon- 
ster Mash. Not many of the groups 
actually get as hard core as you would 
expect. The feeling of the album is 
definitely in the spirit of Halloween, 
but in a very cheesy manner.

Maestro - Built to 
Last 

Along with Vanilla Ice, 
Maestro (Fresh Wes) has returned 
to record stores with a new album 
and new attitude.

The funniest of 
them all has to be the duet-like rap/ 
reggae track Still in Da Game fea- 
turing Maestro and Snow. Maes- 
tro still has a choice at a good 
career, but he has to stop the refer- 
ence toBacAit»on^. No matter what, 
this is actually a good rap album 
and worth checking out. 




Skinny Puppy - 
Remix DysTemper 

Sure, Skinny Puppy may 

be no more, but their legacy lives 
on! They were industrial before 
anyone know what it was and were 
way ahead of their time. Remix 
DysTemper is a new release that 
has brought together some of the 
best remixers and bands that feel 
they owe something to the band. 
The album contains never released, 
exclusive remixes by the Deftones, 
KMFDM, Josh Wink, Autechre, 
Guru, Rhys Fulber (Deierium), 
Adrian Sherwood and Chris 
Vretma (NIN). There is also a 
brand new recording of the classic 
Smothered Hope produced by 
Skinny Puppy's frontman and vo- 
calist Ogre and Mark Walk. 

Skinny Puppy had it's ups 
and downs over the years, and even 
though tfie band may not have al- 
ways gotten along, they still pro- 
duced amazing music. "At different 
times, we didn 'tlike each other, but 
we loved what Skinny Puppy was," 
explained Ogre. "That was the huge 
paradox of the situation."" No mat- 
ter what. Skinny Puppy will al- 
ways be the best, and this album is 
a testament to that. 



Vanilla Ice - Hard 
To Swallow 

It is a little Hard To Swallow, 
but Vanilla Ice has actually released 
anotheralbum. With the help of other 
bands like Limp Bizkit and The 
Bloodhound Gang, Ice has returned 
with a hard core, skate rock format 
that will make you almost forget 
Having a Roni.

Andrea Florlan - The Collection 



For an artist who only re- 
corded her first CD two years ago, 
Andrea Florian has already cre- 
ated a collection of music that shows 
her talent, diversity, and her growth 
within the music industry.

Does it ever end my dear soc- 
cer friends? English soccer never 
ceases to amaze us with scandals, 
deals and stories. 

English soccer's governing 
body, the Soccer Association, has 
opposed the takeover of Manchester 
United by BskyB in its submission 
to the Office of Fair Trading. The 
association's submission reportedly 
said the proposed $1.63 Billion CDN 
takeover by Rujjert Murdoch's satel- 
lite broadcaster was "not welcomed" 
because it was not in the overall inter- 
ests of the game. The OFT, a govern- 
ment body investigating the takeo- 
ver, has extended its review deadline 
by fifteen days, until November 2nd 
after receiving 350 complaints. 

If you are a Ukraine soccer 
fan, then you must be proud of the 
team for reaching their first interna- 
tional tournament since becoming an 
independent republic seven years ago. 
With the strength of the team coming 
from Kiev Dynamo, who have won 
the past six domestic championships, 
the optimism is by no means mis-

placed. Ukraine, by tradition, is the 
most prolific of soccer nurseries in 
the former Soviet Union, and con- 
tinue to be a hothouse for precocious 
talent. On top of that, the rising 
generation is the most impressive to 
emerge for years. The Ukraine is 
recovering from the defection of many 
players, now playing for Russia. The 
play of younger players has made 
achievements high for top of their 
table in Euro 2000. Watch out! 

In the United States, replac- 
ing Rothenburg as USSF President is 
the man he backed to succeed him - 
Bob Contiguglia, a medical doctor 
from Colorado and former head of 
the federation's youth division. His 
first job is to appoint a new national 
coach. The favourite is DC United's 
Coach Bruce Arena; the snag is that 
his club is not wildly excited at the 
thought of losing him. 

In Uruguay, Central 
Espanol, recently relegated from the 
top division, are in serious financial 
difficulties, and their players who 
have not been paid in four months, 
say they are going to have to beg on 



the streets. Most of them cannot 
afford the bus fare to get to training, 
which, in any case, would be difficult 
because the club's electricity and 
water supply have been cut off due to 
non-payment of bills. 

In India, a player who 
knocked a referee unconscious, has 
been suspended for only four matches. 
The incident happened in Calcutta 
when Referee Debak Guha showed a 
red card to Railway's Hiralal Das in 
a first division match against Taltala 
Institute. Das resf)onded with an 
attack which resulted in the referee 
needing hospital treatment. Three 
days later, around 60 fans damaged 
the offices of the Calcutta Referees 
Association, and abused Sukriti 
Dutta, another referee. Members of 
the CRA refused to officiate on the 
next match day, but the IFA imposed 
only a four game ban on Guha. Un- 
believable! 

Former East German Coach 
Eberhard Vogel will stay on as coach 
of Togo until the end of the year. 
Togo has a vital Nations Cup qualify- 
ing match coming up this month. 



In Spain, Barcelona has re- 
leased defenders Ferrer and Couto. 
They have signed Dutch star Patrick 
Kluivert from Milan and the left 
footed Velez Sarsfield central de- 
fender Mauricio Pellegrino from Ar- 
gentina, also known as Sausage, more 
an account of his 6'4" frame than his 
affinity for Mash of the Day. 
Pellegrino was a member of the side 
that won the Liberatadores Cup in 
1994 and the beat Milan 2-0 in the 
World Club Cup. He has signed for 
just one season. 

In Argentina, the hopes of 
recruiting former Velez Sarsfield 
Coach Marin Biesia as national team 
managerhitasnag. Bieslahad signed 
a contract with Spanish club 
Espanyol shortly before the federa- 
tion approached him, and he could 
not obtain immediate release. The 
federation will wait until the end of 
the year if necessary, but no longer. 
A successor to Daniel Passerella, who 
left after the World Cup, is a priority.

son began.

Coley Dosser sccred the tieing goal with 
twenty seconds of regulation time remaining. For this accomplishment, the OUA announced that she would 
become the new Female Athlete of the Week. She was also credited with five out of seven team goals for the 
Gryphs.
